Alabama and Texas A&M will square off for the 15th time in series 
history tonight. The Crimson Tide owns an 11-3 advantage in the 
series, including a 5-1 mark in Tuscaloosa. Texas A&M came out on 
top, 41-38, in 2021 to snap an eight-game winning streak by UA that 
included a dominant 52-24 victory the last time the two teams met in 
Tuscaloosa on Oct. 3, 2020. Alabama head coach Nick Saban is 8-2 
for his career against the Aggies, all of which have come during his 
time at the Capstone. 


TOUGH TO GET SABAN’S TIDE TWICE 


FRIENDLY CONFINES 


Alabama boasts the best all-time home winning percentage in the 
FBS with an .839 (287-54-3) mark at Bryant-Denny Stadium since 
its opening in 1929. Boise State’s Albertsons Stadium (279-60), 
which opened in 1970, is second at .823, while Georgia Southern’s 
Paulson Stadium (207-46), which debuted in 1984, ranks third at .818. 
Oklahoma’s Gaylord Family-Oklahoma Memorial Stadium (1923) is 
fourth at .816 (416-88-15), with Marshall's Joan C. Edwards Stadium 
(1991) ranking fifth at .814 (175-40). The Crimson Tide is 99-8 (.925) 
at Bryant-Denny Stadium during Nick Saban’s tenure, including an 
95-5 (.950) record since the 2008 season. 


During his tenure at Alabama, head coach Nick Saban has suffered 25 total losses. Of those 25 losses, the Crimson Tide and Saban have 
had the opportunity to face the team that beat them at a later date on 21 occasions. In those 21 rematches, Alabama owns a 19-2 mark when 
avenging its previous loss. The only two times the Crimson Tide has fallen in back-to-back games against the same opponent is LSU (2010-11) 
and Ole Miss (2014-15). The Tide will square off with Texas A&M this Saturday in Tuscaloosa, seeking a win after last season’s last-second 
loss in Bryan-College Station. Alabama has not yet had the opportunity to bounce back from a loss against Utah (2009), Clemson (2018) and 


Georgia (2021). 


DOMINANT DEFENSE 


The Alabama defense has allowed only 
five touchdowns on 67 opponent drives 
this season (does not include drives 
where knees are taken) and a total of 
just 55 combined points on those drives. 
The Crimson Tide is allowing 0.82 points 
per drive this season and 3.61 yards per 
play to lead the nation. Alabama currently 
ranks fourth nationally in total defense 
(236.4 ypg), passing yards allowed (149.0 
ypg) and pass efficiency defense (97.77). 


SABAN AT NO. 1 


Alabama Crimson Tide head coach Nick 
Saban has coached the most games as 
the Associated Press Poll's No. 1 team 
among active head coaches. Following 
the Sept. 10 victory in Austin over Texas, 
Saban has coached 97 games as the 
nation’s top-ranked team, which is 76 
more games than second-place Dabo 
Swinney, who has totaled 21 games at 
No. 1. The third coach on the list is Texas 
A&M's Jimbo Fisher who coached 10, all 
coming during the 2013-14 seasons at 
Florida State. 


BIG DAY FOR GIBBS 


Jahmyr Gibbs had a huge afternoon in the 
Crimson Tide's 49-26 win at then-No. 20/19 
Arkansas on Oct. 1. The junior totaled 206 
yards from scrimmage on just 18 carries, 
breaking two runs of 70-plus for a score 
with a 72-yarder and a 76-yarder to seal 
the win. Gibbs averaged 11.4 yards per 
carry on the afternoon, which was the 
highest yards per carry average by an 
Alabama running back with at least 15 
carries since Shaun Alexander in 1996. 


600+ YARDS OF 
TOTAL OFFENSE 


Alabama has eclipsed the 600-yard marker 
14 times in program history, including 
seven times dating back to the start of 
the 2020 season. The Tide most recently 
went for 600-plus on Sept. 24 when UA 
posted 628 yards against Vanderbilt in 
the SEC opener. Alabama went over 600 
yards twice in 2021, rolling up 671 yards 
against then-No. 25/21/22 Arkansas on 
Nov. 20, a performance that followed a 
606-yard effort against Southern Miss on 
Sept. 25. The Tide eclipsed 600 yards on 
four occasions during the 2020 campaign, 
including a season-high 723 at Ole Miss 
on Oct. 10 of that season. 


REICHARD MOVING 
UP THE CAREER LISTS 


Placekicker Will Reichard has been 
a consistent presence in the kicking 
game for Alabama during his time at the 
Capstone. Reichard has made 46 field 
goals for his career and has totaled 346 
kicking points. Both numbers have placed 
Reichard on the top-10 lists for Crimson 
Tide kickers. 


MILROE STEPS IN 
AND DELIVERS 


Redshirt freshman Jalen Milroe took 
over the reins at quarterback following 
an injury to Bryce Young early in the 
matchup at then-No. 20/19 Arkansas 
on Oct. 1. Milroe led the Tide to five 
touchdowns and 35 total points across his 
eight drives (not including drives at the 
end of the half). He finished his day 4-of- 
9 passing for 65 yards and a touchdown 
while adding six rushes for 91 yards and a 
score on the ground.

ast year, in his first year as 

Alabama’s starting quarterback, 

Bryce Young put together the 

best individual passing season 
in Crimson Tide history and won the 
team’s fourth Heisman Trophy. 

As a sophomore, Young threw for 
4,872 yards and 47 touchdowns - 
both single-season records by an 
Alabama signal-caller - on 366-547 
passing (66.9 percent), completing 
and attempting more passes in 
one year than any other Crimson 
Tide player ever. He ranked second 
nationally in passing yards and 
passing touchdowns, had the third- 
most attempts ‘and.completions and 
finished seventh in passer rating 
(167.52) and passing yards per game 
(324.8). r 

But none of what he accomplished 
a season ago has impacted Young’s 
approach to this year. 

“Bryce played great last year. | 
mean, the guy won the Heisman 
Tréphy,” head coach Nick Saban said. 
“But, the most important thing that 
ve seen from him is that nohe of

Adding hardware to the trophy case 
in Tuscaloosa is great, and something 
Young is likely to do again this year, 
but he is more focused on claiming a 
team title at season’s end. 

“The goal isn’t ever anything about 
individual awards or accolades,” 
Young said. “For me, it’s all about 
trying to go and win the championship, 
and that’s the goal that we have every 
year. That’s what I’m the most focused 
on, that’s the only thing that matters 
to me. And the one thing that | love 
about Alabama, one of the reasons | 
chose Alabama and I’m happy here, is 
because all you have to do is focus on 
the team. 

“When you focus on the team and 
the team has success, in whatever 
capacity it may be, the goals you 
set out, those come to fruition, too. 
So, for me, it’s all about winning a 
championship and finishing what we 
failed to finish last year. That’s all I’m 
focused on.” 

Young is back for a second season 
behind center and is already off to a 
strong statistical start. In the month

That is why the quarterback’s focus is 
not only on improving his own game 
but making the: other players, both 
new and old, around him better.
